(Transitional Product Specific Safeguard Duty)Rules, 2002 by Alkali Manufacturers 
Association of India (AMAI) , 3 rd Floor, Pankaj Chambers, Preet Vihar Commercial 
complex , Vikas Marg, Delhi-110092, for imposition of Safeguard duty on imports of Soda 
Ash into India front China to protect the domestic producers of Soda Ash from market 
disruption or threat of market disruption caused by the increased imports from People’s 
Republic of China.

5. After expeditious conduct of investigation preliminary findings were issued on 30 th 
January 2009. The provisional duties were levied on 20.04.2009 vide notification 
no.37/2009 - Customs, dated, 20.04.2009 at the rate of 20 per cent, ad valorem on import 
of Soda Ash, falling under sub-heading 2836 20 of the First Schedule to the said Act, 
when imported into India from the People’s Republic of China. The safeguard duty 
imposed under this notification has been made effective up to and inclusive of the 5th 
November, 2009 unless revoked, superseded or amended earlier. 

6 . A public hearing was held on 23 rd March 2009, notice for which was sent on 25 th 
February, 2009. AH interested parties who participated in the public hearing were 
requested to file a written submission of the views presented orally. Copy of written 
submission filed by one interested party was made available to all the other interested 
parties. Interested parties were also given an opportunity to file rejoinder, if any, to the 
written submissions of other interested parties. The period of investigation was extended 
till 15 th October, 2009 by the Central Government. 

7. Another public hearing was held on 7 th August 2009, notice for which was sent on 17 th 
July, 2009. All interested parties who participated in the public hearing were requested to 
file a written submission of the views presented orally. Copy of written submission filed 
by one interested party was made available to all the other interested parties. Interested 
parties were also given an opportunity to file rejoinder, if any, to the written submissions 
of other interested parties. 

8 . All the views expressed by the interested parties either in the written submissions or in 
the rejoinders were examined and have been taken into account in making appropriate 
determination. As there are large number of interested parties who have filed their 
submissions, their contentions and the issues arising there-form are dealt with at 
appropriate places without making specific name of the interested party for the sake of 
brevity. 

9. The information presented by domestic producers was verified by on-site visits to the 
plants of the domestic producers to the extent considered necessary. Further, the cost data 
has also beeri verified and certified by cost accountant. The non confidential version of 
verification report is kept in the public file. 

Views of domestic producers in India 


10 . 


The domestic producers have stated as follows: 
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11. The application has been filed by Alkali Manufacturers Association of India (AMAI) on 
behalf of M/s Tata Chemicals Ltd. Andheri (East), Mumbai, M/s Gujarat Heavy 
Chemicals Limited, Noida, M/s Saurashtra Chemicals Limited, Birla Sagar, Porbandar, 
Gujarat, M./s DCW Ltd, Nariman Point , Mumbai and M/s Nirma Ltd., Bhavnagar, 
Gujarat. The applicants have made following major points:- 

12. The applicants have alleged that increased imports of Disodium Carbonate popularly 
known as Soda Ash from China into India have threatened to cause market disruption to 
domestic industry. The product has chemical formula Na2C03. Soda Ash is a white, 
crystalline, water-soluble material. Soda Ash is classified as below:

13. They have alleged that surge in imports are taking place at lower prices making them lose 

their market share. 

14. The increased imports at lower prices are on account of certain developments in China 

which are as mentioned below: 

i. GDP growth through August 2008 pegged at 10.5%. Indicators are that through 
2009 GDP will taper down to around 5-6%. This would leave large volume of 
excess capacity in China. 

ii. Post the Olympic Games and the Global Financial Crisis, China has witnessed sharp 
downturn in industrial activity leading to decline in demand for soda ash as well. 

iii. Soda ash demand estimate revised downward to 5%-6% / year from the earlier 
projection of 10%+ / year. This will reduce Chinese demand by 2 million MT / year. 

iv. All exports specially those of Chemicals/Plastics/Textiles/ Toys etc which largely 
depended on US and Europe are hit drastically. Resultantly, exports of soda ash to 
these markets have also been hit, leaving significant surpluses with Chinese 
producers. 

v. Government announced support measures for upliftrrjent of Rural Agricultural 
Sectors. This prevented closure of some plants, which would have happened in the 
absence of these measures. 
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vi. Like almost all economies, reality sector specially housing has been adversely 
affected. Real Estate prices are sliding and there are very few buyers. These have 
impacted demand for a number of products including demand for soda ash. 

viii. Slow down in housing affecting infrastructure industries like Cement, Steel and 
Glass. 

x. 35 Float Glass lines both small and medium sizes reportedly closed down in the last 
2 months and others operating at reduced production rates. Float glass being one of 
the major consumer of soda ash, this has resulted in large surplus capacity. 

xii. Capacity ramp up in 2007-08 in soda ash industry have been in line with 
projections. 

xiii. China capacities in mid 2008 were reportedly at 22million MT constituting of 7 
large manufacturers and about 44 small manufacturers. 3.5 million MT already 
added in last 18 months (up from 18.5 Million MT). Further announcements of 
about 5 million MT on hand (may or may not come on stream depending on demand 
supply situation).Chinese soda ash production capacity is expected to reach at 26 
and 28 million MT in 2009 and 2010 respectively 

xiv. Shandong-Haitai has added 1 million MT in September 2008 and commercial 
production has commenced. Once fully commercial, this would release 1 million 
MT soda ash in the market. 

xvi. Post Olympics witnessed serious downturn in consumption along with ripple effect 
of added inventories due to logistics slow down during games. 

xvii. No Soda Ash plant had to close during games as was earlier visualized. Because of 
this, the soda ash producers had built up high inventories and are now saddled with 
stocks. Added inventories and continuing record production have led to very high 
inventories. 

xix. Glass industry in China is not doing good. Followings are relevant in this regard. 

xxi. Float Glass going through severe pressure. 

xxii. Inventories added up during Olympic Games could not be liquidated owing to 
serious financial crunch in the sector in September - October. 

xxiii. Real Estate trend down by 25 - 30 % “No Buyers” available. 

xxiv. 30 Float Glass units reportedly closed on account of high inventory and no domestic 
demand. 

xxv. Dense Soda Ash demand which was hitherto tight has also become very weak. 

xxvi. The demand for detergent is also falling subsequent to slow down. Detergent 
industry which was growing by +10% PA till 2007 has recorded marginally negative 
growth in 2008. 

xxvii. Demand for soda ash in aluminium! industry is also falling on account of falling 
consumption of Soda Ash in the Aluminium sector. 

15. Their inventory is on sharp rise, even after lower production. 
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16. The transportation cost forms a very substantial portion in cost to make and sell the 
subject goods. To compound the problems further, while the Indian Producers of soda ash 
are located in the State of Gujarat (due to availability of raw material), the sales have to 
be made throughout India. Further, the subject goods is a comparatively lower price 
product. Thus, the incidence of transportation cost per MT of the product works out very 
substantial when compared with the selling price of the product. 

17. Their profitability has gone down drastically and the danger of their wipe out is 
imminent. 

18. India is self sufficient in soda ash. There is no demand supply gap and imports are not 
necessitated on this account. 

19. The Chinese exports have previous history of causing injury to the Indian Producers. Anti 
dumping duties earlier imposed is relied upon. 

20. Chinese exporters or importers have not filed any questionnaire response in the form and 

manner prescribed. v- 

21. Interested parties have not availed opportunity to represent their interests in a timely 
manner, which is mandatory under the Rules. 

22. The petitioner has provided three sources of data - DGCI&S, IBIS and China customs. 
Further, Directorate of Valuation data is also available to the Director General. The 
Director General may rely upon best available information after considering imports 
reported by the three sources. 

23. Whereas export price from China to India was lower than global price during 2005-06 
and 2006-07, the prices for India were higher than global prices during the period April 
07-September 08. However, not only the trend has once again got reversed from Oct.08, 
but also the price difference was phenomenal in Nov. and Dec.08. Consequently, whereas 
exports to other global markets have steeply declined from August 08, exports to India 
have very steeply increased 

24. Whereas import price from China was higher than import price from other countries upto 
Sept. 2008, the trend got reversed during Oct. 2008 and the import price from China are 
now materially lower than import price from other countries. Consequently, whereas 
import volumes from third countries were increasing between 1999-00 and 2007-08, the 
trend has reversed thereafter with Chinese imports rapidly increasing and third country 
imports significantly declining. 

25. All Indian Producers are participating in the present investigations and have provided all 
relevant information with regard to injury to the domestic industry. 

26. Both light & dense soda ash is included in the present scope of the product. Both are 
being imported from China and both are being supplied by the domestic industry. 

27. Soda ash forms anywhere about 12-15% of selling price of detergent for popular low 
priced brands to 3-5% for premium brands. About 40% of [variable cost of glass is soda 
ash.

28. Imports have increased in absolute terms as also in relation to total imports, domestic 
production and domestic consumption. 

29. With the current onset of global recession, the Chinese producers are faced with the 
problem of increased capacities on the one hand and reduction in Chinese and global 
demand on the other hand. Decline in Chinese domestic demand for soda ash, decline in 
global exports from China, significant decline in prices both in domestic and overseas, 
addition of fresh capacities in China, enhancement in capacities by existing producers in 
China without proportionate increase in domestic demand and in spite of existing 
surpluses clearly constitute unforeseen circumstances leading to increased imports. 

30. Alarming increase in volumes to India is solely because of equally alarming and 
specifically targeted price reductions offered by the Chinese suppliers (in Indian market) 
due to severe demand pressure on them. 

31. During the period Aug 08-Dec 08 China’s export prices have declined by 1 6% to “Rest of 
the World”, whereas decline in case of India is an alarming 37%. 

32. Huge price difference between the domestic soda ash and import price is motivating even 
small volume consumers to look for imported soda ash 

33. With regard to serious injury, the domestic industry has made following submissions 

34. Chinese imports are significantly undercutting the prices of the domestic industry in the 
market. 

35. Performance of the domestic industry was improving before the current surge in imports. 
The performance of the domestic industry, however, deteriorated in terms of production, 
capacity utilization, sales volumes, inventories, selling prices, employment, profitability, 
market share, return on investment, growth, etc. 

36. Increased Chinese imports are in addition posing threat of market disruption. This is 
clearly established by parameters such as rate of increase in imports, price difference 
between domestic and imported product, freely disposable production capacities with the 
Chinese producers. Further, the threat has continued even after imposition of interim 
safeguard duty, given that the Chinese producers continue to suffer from significant 
freely disposable production capacities. 

37. The profitability of the domestic industry slightly improved in Jan.-June, 09 period. 
Performance has however once again deteriorated steeply in July-Sept., 09 period inspite 
of 20% safeguard duty imposed. 

38. Soda ash industry has some cyclicity in as much as production & sales increase after 
monsoon and upto March and then decline thereafter till monsoon. This trend can easily 
be established by the month wise statistics from April, 2005 till most recent period. 
However, the increase in sales volumes after 2008 monsoon was far less and decline in 
sales volumes thereafter till 2009 monsoon was far more than previous periods this time, 
solely because of increased imports. 
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39. Injury to the domestic industry has been caused by increased imports. Factors other than 
increased imports such imports from third countries, changes in the patterns of 
consumption, trade restrictive practices of and competition between the foreign and 
domestic producers, developments in technology, export performance, etc. have not 
caused injury to the domestic industry. Further, significant increase in Chinese imports, 
increase in market share of China & consequent decline in market share of domestic 

, industry, increase in sales less than what the rates experienced in the past after Sept., 08 
and decline in sales after March, 09 more than rates experienced earlier clearly 
establishes that injury to the domestic industry has been caused by increased imports. 

40. Imposition of safeguard duty is*in public interest. 

41. Increase or high volume of imports even after imposition of safeguard duty clearly 
establishes that the current quantum of safeguard duty is grossly inadequate. 

Views of the Government of China and Exporters 

42. The Government of China, China Soda Industry Association (CISA) , China Chamber of 
Commerce of Metals, Minerals and Chemicals Importers and Exporters (CCCMC) 
through his consultant and others have made following submissions: 

43. Before proceeding to initiate an investigation, consultations should have been held in 
terms of Article 16.1 of CAP. They argued that this is an investigation for imposing 
Transitional Product-Specific Safeguard Measures (TPSSM) as contemplated under 
Article 16 of China’s Accession Protocol to WTO (CAP). Article 16.1 of CAP requires 
prior consultation. The Article 16.1 reads as follows: 

16. Transitional Product-Specific Safeguard Mechanism 

/. In cases where products of Chinese origin are being imported into the territory of 
any WTO Member in such increased quantities or under such conditions as to cause or 
threaten to cause market disruption to the domestic producers of like or directly 
competitive products, the WTO Member so affected may request consultations with China 
with a view to seeking a mutually satisfactory solution, including whether the affected 
WTO Member should pursue application of a measure under the Agreement on 
Safeguards. Any such request shall be notified immediately to the Committee on 
Safeguards. ” 

44. However, GOC regrets to note that the Investigating Authority failed to provide such 
consultation opportunity before the initiation of the investigation. From the time prior to 
the initiation of investigation till date (even after the approval of preliminary findings), no 
communication has been received by GOC through proper channels. In the opinion of

GOC, this runs not only against the basic principles of WTO but also runs counter to the 
obligations to be assumed by the Investigating Authority. Consequently, this has 
seriously deprived the rights of GOC. 

45. The words ‘ seeking mutually satisfactory solution, including whether the affected WTO 
Member should pursue application of a measure under the Agreement on Safeguards' 
appearing in Article 16.1 of CAP clearly imply that no investigation should have been 
initiated without prior consultation. 

46. In this particular case, India did not seek consultations with China under Article 16.1 of 
CAP. As a WTO Member, the basic WTO principles to be adhered to and the obligations 
to be assumed shall not be ignored or reduced by any means when conducting an 
investigation. Since no opportunity of consultation under Article 16.1 of CAP has been 
provided to GOC, the TPSSM investigation should be terminated immediately. 

47. They also contended that there is no sufficient evidence of increased imports causing 
market disruption or threat of market disruption. 

48. The Period of investigation has been changed by insertion of new data, which is not 
correct. 

49. With regard to the Petitioner’s allegation of a sharp rise in imports, the source of the data 
on which the Petitioner is making this allegation is not clear. The Petitioner cites to a 
number of sources for its subject merchandise import figures, namely IBIS, DGCIS, 
Chinese customs, and industry estimates. However, none of these sources provide 
consistent data on imports from China. 

50. The average weekly production in recent months is higher than both the average weekly 
production in the base period as well as the years 2006-07 and 2007-08. The fact that the 
production listed for the most recent period (i.e., January 1-7,2009) has declined does not 
indicate an overall decline in industry production. The domestic sales for 2007-08 were 
1,765,322 MT. On a pro rata basis for the next 6 months, it should have been 882,661 
MT. However, actual domestic sales during the next 6 months i.e. from April to 
September 2008 were higher at 892,577 MT. Thus, there was no fall in domestic sales as 
per petition. The imports from China PR were 45,771 Mt during 2007-08. On a pro-rata 
basis, it should have been 22,886 MT during the next six months. However, actual 
imports during April-September 2008 were 22,907 MT - an increase of just about 21 
MT. Further, data contained in Annexure 8 of the petition shows that the per-unit selling 
price for each of the Petitioner companies listed therein has increased for the period 
April-September 2008 vis-a-vis per-unit prices in 2007-08. Furthermore, the total sales 
quantity for 3 of these companies (i.e., Nirma, GHCL and TCL) is up vis-a-vis a 6-month 
period for the year 2007-08. With regard to profits, Annexure 8 reveals that three of the 
five petitioner-companies (i.e., DCW, GHCL and TCL) experienced an improved profit- 
loss situation in April-September 2008 vis-a-vis the period 2007-08. These three 
companies together comprise almost 70% of total sales quantity for the petitioner 
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companies. It is difficult to see how the Petitioner can make such claims of falling profits 
in good faith when the overwhelming majority of the domestic industry is experiencing 
increased profits. 

51. Other claims made in the petition like a fall in exports to the US and EU; a decline in 
Chinese demand for soda ash following the Olympic games; PRC government actions 
which have prevented the closure of soda ash plants in China etc are not supported by any 
evidence. 

52. Petition is grossly deficient and therefore, initiation does not meet the requirements of 
Rule 5. If the requirements of Rule 5 are not met, the DG does not acquire the jurisdiction 
to initiate the investigation. Thus, initiation is without jurisdiction and no measures can 
be imposed pursuant to such an initiation. 

53. The preliminary finding issued by DG (SG) was not approved by the Standing Board on 
Safeguards in its meeting held on 13 February 2009. Standing Board had clearly 
mentioned tfiat no case had been made out for imposition of duty in the preliminary 
findings and that the DG (SG) should examine a number of other issues. It is learnt that 
the DG (SG) did a further examination of the issues pursuant to the minutes of the 
meeting and filed a subsequent report with the Standing Board. Based on the subsequent 
report. Standing Board approved imposition of provisional safeguard duty at the rate of 
20%. As a public notice of the revised preliminary findings was not issued, no 
provisional duty could have been imposed. 

54. Besides these, import data and production data listed in the preliminary findings does not 
match the data provided in the petition. 

55. There is no market disruption, as the fall in sales is miniscule. 

56. There is significant imports from other countries, where the applicant industries own 
manufacturing facilities. Thus, they are using TPSSM as a measure not to protect their 
Indian operations but to ensure a free market to export from Kenya or Romania. TPSSM 
is not intended to serve such purposes. 

57. Assuming the market disruption, the market disruption is not on account of imports. 

58. Soda ash is used in an array of industries for manufacturing various finished products. 
Any imposition of safeguard duty is going to adversely affect the end users and 
consumers of a variety of products, 

59. It is not clear what the 31% figure provided in the preliminary findings is based on. For 
example, it is not clear if this margin was calculated based on a comparison at the ex¬ 
factory level, or if it was calculated using a landed value, that was based on China 
customs data. China customs data normally gives FOB prices ex-China. 

60. Regarding the tetter of DG sent to BOS, the reliance on a decision of European 
Commission is not correct as it does not support his claim at all. Firstly, this decision is 
not considered as good law among the scholars of Trade Law. It is an open secret the 
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European Commission’s decision was driven by political reasons and it was retaliation 
against the restrictive actions of USA on imports of steel. 

Views of Importers/users industries 

61. The Detergent Manufacturers Association (Delhi Region) Regd. / All India Federation of 
Detergent Manufacturers (AIFDM) made the following submissions through his counsel: 

62. Preliminary Objection: The domestic industry had come out with completely new set of 
data during the Public Hearing held on Aug. 7, 2009. It is strongly objected as the 
interested parties are not able to understand what the claim of domestic industry is. A 
Safeguard Investigation cannot be said to be a continuing investigation. The DG must 
determine the period of injury so that all interested parties are able to offer their 
comments thereon. It is submitted that no data relating to the period subsequent to the 
initiation of the investigation should be considered by DG(SG) in arriving at the final 
findings. In this regard, the earlier decision of DG(SG) in the safeguard investigation 
concerning Carbon Black - final findings dated 1st July 1998 is also referred, whereby 
the DG had not extended the period of investigation. 

63. Deficiencies in the petition: With regard to the Petitioner’s allegation of a sharp rise in 
imports, the source of the data on which the Petitioner is making this allegation is not 
clear. The Petitioner cites to a number of sources for its subject merchandise import 
figures, namely IBIS, DGCIS, Chinese customs, and industry estimates. However, none 
of these sources provide consistent data on imports from China. Accordingly, it is 
respectfully submitted that the DG must rely on one consistent source for the subject 
merchandise import figures in reaching its final determination. Further, Section 8C(1) of 
Customs Tariff Act 1975 talks about “increased imports into India” and not “exports 
from China”. When the section says ‘imports into India’, one cannot take exports from 
China as the basis for making the determination. Therefore, considering China Customs 
Data which is nothing but exports from China and ‘not’ imports into India should not be 
considered by the DG Safeguards. 

64. No evidence regarding market disruption was contained in the petition: The average 
weekly production in recent months is higher than both the average weekly production in 
the base period as well as the years 2006-07 and 2007-08. The fact that the production 
listed for the most recent period (i.e., January 1-7, 2009) has declined does not indicate an 
overall decline in industry production. The domestic sales for 2007-08 were 1,765,322 
MT. On a pro rata basis for the next 6 months, it should have been 882,661 MT. 
However, actual domestic sales during the next 6 months i.e. from April to September 
2008 were higher at 892,577 MT. Thus, there was no fall in domestic sales as per 
petition. The imports from China PR were 45,771 Mt during 2007-08. On a pro-rata 
basis, it should have been 22,886 MT during the next six months. However, actual

imports during April-September 2008 were 22,907 MT - an increase of just about 21 
MT. Further, data contained in Annexure 8 of the petition shows that the per-unit selling 
price for each of the Petitioner companies listed therein has increased for the period 
April-September 2008 vis-a-vis per-unit prices in 2007-08. Furthermore, the total sales 
quantity for 3 of these companies (i.e., Nirma, GHCL and TCL) is up vis-^-vis a 6-month 
period for the year 2007-08. With regard to profits, Annexure 8 reveals that three of the 
five petitioner-companies (i.e., DCW, GHCL and TCL) experienced an improved profit- 
loss situation in April-September 2008 vis-a-vis the period 2007-08. These three 
companies together comprise almost 70% of total sales quantity for the petitioner 
companies. It is difficult to see how the Petitioner can make such claims of falling profits 
in good faith when the overwhelming majority of the domestic industry is experiencing 
increased profits. 

65. Other claims made in the petition are also not supported by any evidence: The Petitioner 
has further alleged increasing inventories of soda ash amongst Chinese producers 
resulting from an economic slowdown in China and a fall in exports to the US and EU; a 
decline in Chinese demand for soda ash following the Olympic games; PRC government 
actions which have prevented the closure of soda ash plants in China; Chinese soda ash 
capacity having been damped up” in 2007-08 and Chinese capacities in mid-2008 
“reportedly” being 22 million MT; a slowdown in and consequent declining demand for 
soda ash by the Chinese the float glass, detergent, and aluminum industries, etc. For all 
these no evidence has been provided to support these blanket claims. 

66. Petition is grossly deficient and therefore, initiation does not meet the requirements of 
Rule 5: In view of the innumerable deficiencies in the petition described above, the 
petition is grossly deficient and did not meet the requirements of Rule 5(2). Accordingly, 
DG Safeguards could never have satisfied himself as to the accuracy and adequacy of the 
evidence presented in the petition to justify initiation of the investigation. Therefore, the 
initiation itself does not meet the requirements of Rule 5. If the requirements of Rule 5 
are not met, the DG does not acquire the jurisdiction to initiate the investigation. Thus, 
initiation is without jurisdiction and no measures can be imposed pursuant to such an 
initiation. 

67. Procedural lapses in the initiation of the investigation: In spite of the express provision in 
Article 16.1 of the Accession Protocol and shared understanding among Member 
countries on the need of consultations. The Government of China has not been informed 
about the present TPSS investigation through official channels. 

68. Further, the preliminary finding issued by DG (SG) was not approved by the Standing 
Board on Safeguards in its meeting held on 13 February 2009. Standing Board had 
clearly mentioned that no case had been made out for imposition of duty in the 
preliminary findings and that the DG (SG) should examine a number of other issues. We 
understand that the DG (SG) did a further examination of the issues pursuant to the 
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minutes of the meeting and filed a subsequent report with the Standing Board. Based on 
the subsequent report, Standing Board approved imposition of provisional safeguard duty 
at the rate of 20%. As a public notice of the revised preliminary findings was not issued, 
no provisional duty could have been imposed. 

69. Besides these, import data and production data listed in the preliminary findings does not 
match the data provided in the petition. 

70. There is no market disruption, as the fall in sales is miniscule. 

71. Two of the domestic producers own manufacturing facilities abroad. TATA Chemicals 
took over Magadi Soda in Kenya in December 2005. There is only one producer in 
Kenya. Imports from Kenya are significantly higher than the imports from China. 
Similarly, GHCL took over S C Bega Upsom S A in Romania in 2005. Imports from 
Romania were the highest till 2007-08. Even during 2008-09, significant quantities have 
been imported from Romania. Both these domestic producers (i.e., TATA Chemicals and 
GHCL) want to protect their ability to export from Kenya/Romania to India. If safeguard 
measures are imposed against those countries, their imports from Kenya/Romania will be 
adversely affected. Therefore, they have chosen the TPSSM measure targeting only the 
imports from China. Once the Chinese imports are blocked, they will have no problem in 
importing from their related companies in Kenya/Romania. Thus, they are using TPSSM 
as a measure not to protect their Indian operations but to ensure a free market to export 
from Kenya or Romania. TPSSM is not intended to serve such purposes. 

72. Assuming that there is market disruption, the market disruption is not on account of 
imports. 

73. Public Interest: Soda ash is used in an array of industries for manufacturing various 
finished products. A non-exhaustive list of the same has been provided below: 

i. Household Detergents 

ii. Soaps 

iii. Cleaning Compounds 

iv. Float Glass 

v. Container and specialty Glasses 

vi. Large variety of heavy & industrial chemicals 

vii. Extensively used in 

viii. Textile Industry 

ix. Paper Industry 

x. Metallurgical Industries 

xi. Desalination Plants 

xii. Water Treatment 

xiii. Rubber Industry 

xiv. Leather Industry 

xv. Aluminium Industry 
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xvi. Soda Ash is-also a key ingredient in the manufacture of 

xvii. Bulk Drugs 
xviii. Saccharin 

xix. Safolin 

74. Given this myriad uses of soda ash, it is obvious that any imposition of safeguard dirty i$ 
going to adversely affect the end users and consumers of a variety of products. It would 
further result into undue benefit for integrated producers like Nirma. Once the imports 
from China are subjected to safeguard duty, the domestic industry would easily import 
from its affiliates in Kenya and Romania and hike prices at the cost of the interest of the 
end users and consumers. 

75. The cartel-like nature of the domestic industry is evident from its pricing behavior (i.e., 
the Petitioner companies charge a uniform price). As such, the pricing pattern of the 
domestic industry should be disregarded by the Authority in reaching a final 
determination on market disruption or the threat thereof. 

76. Calculation of Safeguard Duty: It is not clear what the 31% figure provided in the 
preliminary findings is based on. For example, it is not clear if this margin was 
calculated based on a comparison at the ex-factory level, or if it was calculated using a 
landed value that was based on China customs data. China customs data normally gives 
FOB prices ex-China. 

77. Regarding the letter of DG sent to BOS, the reliance on a decision of European 
Commission is not correct as it does not support his claim at all. Firstly, this decision is 
not considered as good law among the scholars of Trade Law. It is an open secret the 
European Commission’s decision was driven by political reasons and it was retaliation 
against the restrictive actions of USA on imports of steel. 

The representatives of M/s Hindustan levers have made following submissions: 

78. A safeguard measure is based on a “no fault principle” and is applied on imports that are 
made fairly and not with the intention to hurt the domestic industry. As such the bar for 
proving market disruption, or even considering the application of a safeguards measure is 
higher than that of other trade remedies. Furthermore, interpretations need to be 
construed as narrowly as possible so as to minimize the impact on free trade. 

79. The applicant has relied upon various sources of data for their own convenience and 
failed to provide a cogent reason for this switch from one data source to another provided 
by DGC1&S and IBIS to data provided by China Customs and “industry estimates”. 

80. Multiple sources of data used in the petition as well as the preliminary findings. 

81. There are many discrepancies in the figures provided in the petition. The information 
provided in the petition and that in the preliminary findings do not match at some places. 
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82. Confidentiality: The petition has failed to provide critical data available in the public 
domain under the guise of confidentiality, as also various parts of the petition have been 
left blank without providing valid reason for keeping it confidential. For example the 
petition states that Annexure 2 to the petition contains data for country wise imports, 
including China, of soda ash. This data is sourced by the applicants from DGCI&S and 
IBIS. Therefore it is hard to contemplate why said data would be confidential. Further 
the petition fails to provide any reasons for seeking confidentiality. 

83. Failure to provide a clear “period of investigation” : The WTO Agreement on Safeguards 
and the Rules do not provide a definition for the “period of investigation”. In fact the 
term period of investigation is nowhere to be found in the both the Safeguards Agreement 
and the Rules. However, the Director General has dealt with the issue of period of 
investigation in the past. In Carbon Black case the investigation had been initiated on 
February 5, 1998 and the applicants had submitted data up to September 1997. Thus 
when the applicants tried to introduce new evidence of recent events the Director General 
refused to accept the data on the ground that it would not be fair to change this reference 
period as various interested parties respond with reference to the facts available during 
this period. In the present case the applicants have sought to introduce new data beyond 
the reference period i.e. starting 2005-2006 to September, 2008, in the petition, initiation, 
preliminary finding and recently during the public hearing. We therefore,' in light of the 
Director Generals consistent practice, request the Director General to limit the “period of 
investigation” from April 2005 to September 2008. 

84. Problems with the initiation and preliminary findings: The notice of initiation for the 
investigation of imports of soda ash from China was issued on January 16, 2009. The 
said notice provided concerned parties to make their representations by the February 16, 
2006. However the Director General issued his preliminary findings on January 30, 
2009. This preliminary finding was issued in violation of basic principle of 
administrative law, i.e. audi altem partem which says that nobody should be condemned 
unheard. This principle has been repeatedly recognized by the Hon’ble Supreme Court in 
State of Haryana v. Rama Kishan & Others (AIR 1988 SC 1301). Further this is not just 
a violation of the rules of natural justice, but also a violation of the Rules. Rule 6 
contains the principles governing an investigation. Rule 6 sub rule 5 provides that the 
Director General shall provide an opportunity to the industrial users to be heard. 

85. No surge in imports: The applicants have failed to prove that there has been a dramatic 
increase in imports. A plain perusal of the data provided in the petition shows that there 
is clearly no surge in imports. A glance at the table on page 6 of the petition shows that 
there was no dramatic surge in imports from April 2006 to September 2008. 

86. No dramatic fall in sales or reduction in market share of the applicants: A safeguard 
measure may be imposed if there has been a change in level of sales or production. Data 
presented in the petition as well as the preliminary findings shows otherwise. Annexure 
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10 to the petition shows demand in the Indian market and “market share in demand”. 
This table shows there has in fact been an approximately 3% rise in the sales of the 
applicants from 2006-07 to April-September 2008. In fact with the decrease in demand 
during the reference period, the increase of domestic sales clearly cannot be a factor of 
market disruption. Data for sales in the preliminary findings shows a modest fall in sales 
over the same period of time. 

87. There has been fall in international prices due to reduction in raw material prices. 
However the prices of the applicants have not fallen. 

88. The WTO Agreement on Safeguards and the Rules do not even mention the word 
“price”, let alone consider the implications of low prices on the domestic markets. 
Safeguard duty is only imposed on imports when there is a surge in the imports which 
result in certain negative consequences for the domestic industry. There is no discussion 
of price undercutting or price underselling with respect to safeguards. Thus all the 
information with respect to foreign and domestic prices should be disregarded, as it 
should not have any bearing on decision to impose a safeguards duty. However, world 
prices of soda ash have fallen over the last few months. This fall in prices has been 
mainly due to the fall of the prices in the inputs that go into making soda ash. Thus while 
there has been a sizeable fall in international prices the domestic industry has failed to 
reduce its prices. This probably because the applicants have long term contracts for inputs 
at higher prices than those for the same inputs in the spot market. 

89. No fall in Capacity Utilization: The applicants have claimed that there is a fall in their 
capacity utilization. However a perusal of Annexure 5 of the petition reveals that there 
has not been any dramatic decline in capacity utilization from April 2006 to September 
2008. Also the decline in capacity utilization from 2005-06 to 2006-07 can be explained 
by the increase in total capacity by the domestic industry without a commensurate 
expansion in production rather than a dramatic fall in sales or production. 

90. Employment and Profit and Losses: The petition provides no data with regard to the 
employment loss by the applicants, but surprisingly the Director General has in its 
finding under Table 9 come to a finding on this aspect that there has been a decline in 
employment. As regards the profitability is concerned, without referring to the half 
baked information provided in the petition it is our submission that as a matter of fact that 
the largest producer Tata Chemicals 3 rd Quarter profits were up by 106% to Rs. 3495 
crores. Similarly GHCL’s Quarterly results show that revenue for 9 months was up by 
20% whereas profits for 9 months were up by 36%. Thus it can be seen that there is 
clearly no causal link between the imports and the market disruption claim. 

91. No Causal Link: The Applicants do not even qualify to show that there is clearly a causal 
link between the increased imports and market disruption for the reasons that there is 
clearly no surge in imports as demonstrated above as well as there is nothing to show on 
records that either the operations of the Applicants have suffered any market disruption. 
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If there were any signs of market disruption during the reference period, there would not 
be any outbound investments made to increase their international presence. 

92. As has been shown above none of the conditions for imposition of safeguard duty is 
satisfied. The claim for threat has to be real and imminent to justify the critical 
circumstances under which the said duty can be imposed. Therefore there can be no case 
for market disruption or threat of market disruption. 

93. Calculation of duty: The applicants have asked for the imposition of a 55% safeguard 

duty on imports of soda ash from China, which is clearly beyond the bound rate of 40% ' 

as per India’s WTO commitments. However the applicant fails to provide any reasons or 
calculations or the methodology followed to recommend this duty. Similarly the Director s 

General too has failed to provide reasons for a 31% duty on imports of soda ash from 
China. 

94. Public interest: A safeguard duty on soda ash would be detrimental to public interest. As 
an industrial user we use soda ash extensively in the manufacture detergents, cakes and 
saccharine. Soda ash is also important in the float glass industry, in bulk drugs and 
various industrial chemicals. A duty on soda ash would result in the rise in the prices of 
several basic commodities and medicines. As such the implications are to the wider 
Indian citizenry, rather than a limited number of industries. 

95. Regarding the impact of provisional safeguard duty the Soda Ash provisional duty was 
implemented only on 20 April 2009; while the burden of duties would impact the end 
product i.e. detergents but at this stage considering the short period of time, the industry 
is unable to quantify the full extent of the impact of the rise in soda ash prices. As results 
are announced only on quarterly basis for a listed company like the Importer the effect of 
the revised price is yet to be ascertained. The importer is therefore unable to provide any 
documentary evidence showing impact of the soda ash prices post provisional duty on 
detergent prices. Since the impact of higher soda ash prices post provisional duty is yet 
to be felt industry is unable to produce evidence showing the effects of higher prices on 
our profit margins. Further, the attention of the Director General is drawn to the fact that 
during price negotiations with all domestic soda ash players for second half of 2009, the 
initial offers given by soda ash domestic players were at parity to the IPP (Import parity 
pricing) benchmarked prices which included the impact of safeguard duty. This can be 
simply linked to the fact that the domestic suppliers have artificially increased their prices 
due to the provisional duty in place now. . However, the past data which clearly shows a 
strong correlation between MRP/kg of Wheel detergent and cost of soda ash is as below.

98. Conclusion: In light of the above the Importer submitted that the fieriod of investigation 
should be defined as “April-Decerpber 2008”; There shoulcl be transparent and reliable 
data which is the basis for any analysis. There has been no surgfe in imports during the 
period of investigation; The Petitioners have not suffered from market disruption because 
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alleged surge in imports; and Imposition of safeguard duty would against Public Interest. 

For the reasons stated above, the petition for imposition of safeguard duties should be 
disregarded and these proceedings should be terminated forthwith. 

The All India Glass Manufacturer' association (AIGMF) and UP glass 
Manufacturers. Syndicate (UPGMS) has made following submissions. 

99. Safeguard investigation not a dispute between parties: The safeguard investigations under » 

the law are to be done with utmost transparency as PUBLIC at large is going to be 
affected by the results of investigation. The proceedings are more in the nature of 
investigation in public interest for the purpose of eliciting information than in the nature 

of a dispute between the parties. The parties have only a right to offer information and a 
right to receive information. The doctrine of fair hearing was incorporated in the rules 
only to take into account the written information and there is no personal hearing as such. 

100. Import Increase per se is not bad: Every increase in import or availability of material at 
lower prices outside India is not bad and should not be discouraged. The supreme court of 
India in an Anti dumping and Competition Law case in the case of HARIDAS EXPORTS 
Versus ALL INDIA FLOAT GLASS MFRS. ASSOCIATION 2002 (145) E.L.T. 241 
(S.C.) has emphasized the benefits of availability of material at lower prices outside the 
country in following words “The availability of goods outside India at prices lower than 
those which are indigenously produced would encourage competition amongst the Indian 
industry and would not per se result in eliminating the competitor, as was sought to be 
submitted by the respondents. ” 

101. The imposition of a safeguard measure under the provisions contained in the China’s 
WTO Accession Protocol/WTO Agreement as well as under Section 8C of the Customs 
Tariff Act 1975 and the Customs Tariff (Transitional Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 

2002 (hereinafter the "the Rules") is an extraordinary emergency action/measure which 
should be invoked in extra ordinary circumstances. The WTO Appellate Body in the case 
of United States — Definitive Safeguard Measures on Imports of Circular Welded 
Carbon Quality Line Pipe from Korea, WT/DS202/AB/R, adopted 8 March 2002, DSR 
2002:1V, 1403, in para 80 has held that "it is useful to recall that safeguard measures are 
extraordinary remedies to be taken only in emergency situations. 

102. The domestic soda Ash prices are unreasonably high: The Soda ash prices of Domestic 
manufacturers which went to 16000 in August 2008 from 9142 per Mt in March 2007 and 
even today it is around 14900 ex-factory, has not recorded any major decline. The basic 
raw material lime and salt are abundantly available in domestic market as admitted on 
page 3 of application. The prices of basic raw material have not changed much. The other 
input is energy which has become cheaper as a result of crash of petroleum prices. Thus, 
to say that the domestic industry is imperiled on account of price competition from 
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increased imports from China is contradictory. On the contrary, this explains the alleged 
increase in imports of Soda Ash as consumers are forced to look for cheaper avenues to 
meet their demand. 

103. Chinese prices on the one hand are actually on higher side compared to other countries 
and on the other hand in volume terms Chinese imports are on lower side as seen from 
application submitted by domestic Industry. Therefore no material injury can be caused 
by Chinese import if it cannot be caused by import from other countries. 

104. The cost of production in the case of export sales are lower, by amount of 
DEPB/Drawback benefits, compared to domestic sales. The current DEPB/drawback 
benefits are a maximum of 2%. Therefore from a business perspective the difference in 
ex-factory realization in case of export sales and domestic sales should not be more than 
2%. An examination of sale prices of domestic producers will show that domestic 
producers are selling Soda Ash at USD 160-170 per MT FOB and therefore their factory 
gate realization is below USD 150 (below Rs 7500 per MT) because in the case of 
exports they are passing the benefit of reduced input cost to customers. No safeguard duty 
can be imposed to cross subsidize their exports. They must give us a treatment if not 
better then at least equal to what they are giving to overseas buyers. 

105. It is not permissible under law to expand the period of investigation by submitting data at 
the time of public hearing and is also unfair on the part of domestic Industry to surprise 
everybody by submitting extra data. 

106. Public Interest: Soda ash is like onion, used in a wide range of industries affecting the 
product costing of a large number of consumer items. In fact in August 2008 Government 
was contemplating a ban on export of Soda Ash to check rising prices as reported in ET 
dated 2/8/2008. 

107. Soda Ash is input to a large number of industries. If the raw material cost goes up the 
prices will also go up and the product shall not be able to compete with imported 
products. The result will be the import of value added product like glass instead of an 
intermediate like Soda Ash. If we are not able to sell our products, the Soda Ash 
manufacturers will lose market in India. Therefore the imposition of safeguard duty on 
Soda Ash is self defeating and against public interest as 

108. It. will lead to closure of glass industry and consequently cause damage to Soda Ash 
industry itself, unemployment of people and heavy burden on consumers down the line. 

109. It will make India a net importer of value added products like glass instead of importing 
raw material like Soda Ash. 

110. The domestic producers are already enjoying a basic tariff protection of 7.5% and sea 
freight protection of another 15% at least when compared to imported Soda Ash. 
Therefore any extra protection shall give undue advantage to domestic producers. 

111. It may be noted that Nirma Ltd. which is one of the key petitioners and one of the largest 
producers of Soda Ash goes for captive consumption of soda ash for its detergent 
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business. Similarly, information available in the public domain also suggests that Tata 
Chemicals Ltd. is also in the process of foraying into the detergent powder business. The 
levy of safeguard duty is likely to unfairly benefit these producers at the cost of 
disadvantaging other producers of detergent powder. 

112. The preliminary findings are just interim exparte findings and final findings should not be 
influenced by preliminary findings. In all the judicial proceedings interims orders do not 
play any role while arriving at final conclusions. The interim findings are non est for final 
findings. 

113. The preliminary findings have been approved by BOS based on a confidential 
communication contrary to the legal provisions and a subsequent disclosure of non 
confidential version of this document shall not make the proceedings legal. The whole 
idea of making the recommendations public is to give an opportunity to interested party 
to offer their comments and represent to Government against acceptance of this 
recommendation. Based on a post acceptance disclosure of the proposal no representation 
can be made. 

114. The imposition of provisional duty vide notification dated 20.4.2009, after conduct of 
public hearing on 23.3.2009 is also against the provisions of law. Rule 9 provides 
imposition of duty in critical circumstances that too when investigation is pending. Once 
the investigation is complete no provisional duty can be imposed. However in the present 
case the investigation was complete, hearing was over, all parties made their submission, 
yet duty was imposed based on ex-parte preliminary finding. 

115. In view of above submissions, the application filed by Petitioners for imposition of 
safeguard duty is not maintainable. Therefore the Hon’ble Director General (Safeguards) 
is requested to terminate the investigation initiated Vide F No. D-22011/02/09 dated 16 th 
January 2009 for imposition of Safeguard Duty on soda ash with a finding that there is no 
case for imposition of safeguard duty. 

The representatives of I-Glass (formerly known as AH India Flat Glass 
Manufacturers' Association - AIFGMA) ,Saint-Gobain Glass India Ltd. (SGGI) and 
Asahi India Glass Ltd. (AlG) have made the following submissions: 

116. The principles of natural justice have been seriously compromised while issuing the 
Preliminary Findings as would be apparent from the following: 

i. DG (Safeguards) had provided time till 16.2.2009 to all the interested parties to 
make their views known. The preliminary findings have been issued without even 
waiting for the date which was prescribed by the DG (Safeguards) himself for 
receiving comments/inputs from the interested parties. 
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ii. Copies of the application and notice was not even sent to several users even though 
the complainant Domestic Industry is fully aware of their existence as the former 
entities are buyers of the latter. 

iii. In most cases, where the notices were sent, copies of the applicati on of the Domestic 
Industry were not enclosed. 

iv. No effort was made to procure the comments and inputs of the user industry or the 
other interested parties. 


117. The plain reading of the application as well as the initiation notification would reveal 
that the preconditions of Rule 5 have not been fulfilled at all and thus the initiation of 
investigation is bad in law. 

118. It has been stated in the application as well as the Preliminary Findings that there has 
been an increase in the imports to such an extent that it has caused disruption of the 
domestic market in India. With respect, it is submitted that a marginal increase for a 
short period of two months cannot by any stretch of imagination be considered as 
increased imports leading to market disruption. 

119. It is well-known that prices of Soda ash were increased by the Domestic Industry during 
May 2007 to November 2008 by a whopping 70-75%. Later, despite substantial 
reductions in the major inputs, the Domestic Industry reduced the prices by a token Rs 
400 per ton, i.e. about 2.4%. The reduction of a meager 2.4% drop in prices was not in 
line with the level of reduction in the input costs. Obviously, the reluctance of the 
Domestic Industry to correct its prices and adjust to the new realities must have forced 
some of the importers to import essential ly to remain competitive in their own markets 

120. It is apparent that the application by the Domestic Industry as well as the preliminary 
findings is based on factually incorrect premise and a jugglery of numbers compared over 
non-comparable periods. 

121. While it is true that any investigating authority, be it anti-dumping or safeguard, must 
take into account the latest period for which credible data is available for examination, it 
does not imply that the POl can be changed at will. Ail that such a principle implies is 
that at the time of initiating the investigation, the Authorities should take into account the 
period for which figures or data is available. This does not give the DG the authority to 
change the period as it would lead to chaos and a mockery of the due process of law. 

122. Production of Soda Ash for the Domestic Industry has, in fact, increased from an average 
weekly production of 40,879MT per week to as high as 55971MT if compared over a 
comparable period. In. fact, this appears to be an all time high average as on 31 st 
December, 2008. 

123. Average domestic sales have increased significantly and reached a new crest at 39,101 
MT which again is the highest average sales recorded during the period when market 
disruption has been claimed to have been caused. 
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124. The average weekly capacity utilization has touched almost 100%, an all time highest as 
on 31 st December, 2008. This has risen from 73.84% as on 31.3.2008 to 99.99% during 
the period of investigation. 

125. As regards the claim of drop in profitability, it can be seen that the claimed fall in 
profitability is also for a period ending September 2008 which is prior to the alleged 
increased imports and the alleged market disruption. Therefore, the profitability analysis 
is of no consequence. 

126. It can be seen from the above that there is no injury to the Domestic Industry on the 
above factors if the analysis is done in a fair and scientific manner and the comparison is 
done for the period ending 31.12.2008. 

127. In this context, it is important to note that it is an admitted fact that soda ash is imported 
as “dense” as well as “light”. It is also an admitted fact that “dense” and “light” soda ash 
cannot be used interchangeably. Yet the Domestic Industry has mixed up the two 
products simply to confuse the DG. It may also be mentioned that there is a considerable 
price difference between the “dense” and “light” soda ash which is apparent from the 
analysis of the import statistics. Therefore, all the arguments with regard to the price 
issues would not be ipso facto applicable for both the “dense” and “light” soda ash as has 
been made out by the Domestic Industry. 

128. It was mentioned by the Domestic Industry that the prices from China to India and to 
other countries are different, the prices to other countries being significantly higher. In 
this context, it is submitted that there is no legal basis to form price as a basis for seeking 
imposition of safeguard duties. 

129. It was argued at length that the Domestic Industry has been also suffering on account of 
the fact that their plant is located far away from the consumption centers in Saurashtra 
region due to proximity of raw material. In this context, we submit that the issue raised 
by the Domestic Industry has nothing to do with safeguard duties inasmuch as such issues 
can be addressed separately to the government possibly for freight subsidy. The inherent 
disadvantage on account of location factors cannot be a basis for imposition of safeguard 
duties. 

130. It was also argued vehemently that China provides export subsidy to the extent of 9%. 
We submit that this argument is yet again flawed for the reasons explained above. The 
answer to an export subsidy is contained in the Agreement on Subsidies & Countervailing 
Measures and not under TPSSM. 

131. The Preliminary findings recommend a percentage of 31% as safeguard duty for the 
product under consideration. The Central Government has, however, decided to impose 
duty to the extent of 20% which itself is very high considering the fact the Domestic 
Industry is making huge profits and no valid case of specific safeguard duties has been 
made out. 
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132. Jt is further submitted that imposition of safeguard duties on such flimsy grounds would 
result into a colossal blow on the entire glass industry which is already reeling under 
pressure due to overall global slowdown. 

M/s Gujarat Guardian Ltd. (“GGL”) has made following submissions through his 
representatives: 

133. There are serious deficiencies in the petition filed by AMAI which undermine the very 
basis of this investigation. The Petitioners have made blatantly misleading, false and 
incorrect statements in their petition in an attempt to deceive the Hon’ble DG Safeguards 
and establish market disruption, threat of market disruption as well as causal link as a 
result of some alleged increase in imports when in fact the Petitioners have only gone 
from strength to strength and any marginal changes in its position are entirely on account 
of factors unrelated to volume of imports. 

134. The Accession Protocol lays down a scheme whereby the affected Member enters into 
consultations with China and provides China with an opportunity to remedy the market 
disruption if any. It is only if the consultations do not yield results that the affected 
Member is allowed to levy measures. However in this matter, it is apparent that these 
procedures were completely circumvented not only in violation of India’s obligation to 
China under the Accession Protocol but also in violation of principles of natural justice. 

135. Accuracy and Adequacy of evidence was not examined before initiation of investigation. 
It should be noted that the information provided by the domestic industry should be in the 
form of evidence and not mere allegations unsupported by any data as in this case. It is 
submitted that it is necessary that Accuracy and Adequacy of evidence was not examined. 
The data provided is deficient in the sense that (i) Certain significant information has not 
been provided in the petition which should have been provided and (ii) An investigation 
has been initiated despite the serious inconsistencies in data provided by the Petitioner. 

136. Data provided by the Domestic Industry is Inaccurate and Misleading 

137. Volume of imports from China and Other Countries is inaccurate: 

138. There is mismatch in Production figures. 

139. Entire data is not submitted and only the selected data is submitted. 

140. The cost of production data is misleading. 

141. Basis for comparison of import price and of the domestic realization is frivolous and 
baseless. The comparison of data has been done with reference to Inconsistent periods 

142. It can be seen that though the Hon’ble DG Safeguards had allowed a time of 30 days to 
file responses in the safeguards investigations still the preliminary findings, the 
Notification was issued within 15 days from the date of issue of the initiation notification. 
It is submitted that the said conduct of the Hon’ble DG Safeguards is against the well 
established principles of natural justice. 
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143. The market disruption is said to occur when the evidence on record establishes the 
following: 

i. Imports should increase rapidly 

ii. Material injury is caused to the domestic industry 

iii. Such rapidly increasing imports are a major or significant cause of the material 
injury 

iv. Factors such as volume of imports, effect of imports on prices and effect of imports 
on domestic industry should be considered in totality to determine if there is market 
disruption. 

144. Gujarat Guardian has analyzed the threat of injury parameters on the basis of the data 
provided by the domestic industry. This is without prejudice to the claim that the data 
itself is not reliable or that the domestic industry should have provided annualized data 
during POl. At the risk of reiteration it is further stated that the Petitioners should have 
established that the threat of material injury and thus market disruption was imminent and 
foreseeable. This is all the more relevant given that the Petitioners were seeking 
preliminary measures on the basis of “critical circumstances”. The Petitioners have failed 
to establish “threat” or provide any evidence giving rise to such allegedly “critical 
circumstances” so as to warrant preliminary duties. 

145. It should be noted that the requirement is not a mere showing of “increase” in imports but 
a showing of “rapid increase” in imports. Thus it is incumbent upon the Petitioners to 
show not only an increase but that such increase has been rapid or in quick succession. 
However despite this clear legal obligation, the Petitioners have failed to establish that 
imports from China of soda ash have increased rapidly. 

146. The total imports from China have increased marginally, i.e. 0.08% during April- 
September 2008 when compared to the import data for previous year. Further, if we 
consider the import data from Chinese Customs then it is evident that imports increased 
by just 0.03% in comparison to the imports during the previous year 

147. In addition to rapidly increasing imports, the domestic industry has to prove “market 
disruption” by establishing that the domestic industry’s share in the market has gone 
down and such decrease in the share of the domestic market are solely due to rapidly 
increased imports. However, a look at the figures provided in the petition show that there 
is no fall in the share of the domestic industry, rather the domestic industry’s share has 
increased during POl and the increase in share of imports is nominal. 

148. It has been strenuously argued by the Petitioners that the said fall in production is due to 
surged imports. It should be noted right at the outset that though there has been a 
marginal fall in production, there has been an increase in sales during the POl. Thus both 
sales and market share of the domestic industry have shown a rise in the POl. 

149. Without prejudice, assuming the data furnished by the Petitioner in Annexure 9 of the 
petition is accurate, this data clearly shows that the domestic industry has undertaken a 
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serious exercise to increase capacity at its plants. Clearly an increase in the installed 
capacity of the domestic industry shows that the exercise is undertaken only because the 
company foresees imminent increase in domestic sales of Soda Ash. 

150. In the present case the domestic industry has not made any reference to the productivity 
of the industry. 

151. As per the Petitioner the domestic industry has suffered losses due to surge in imports. 
However, the Petitioners have not shown the basis on which the profit / loss has been 
calculated by them. It is submitted that the domestic industry should reveal the basis on 
which the profit / losses have been calculated by them, i.e. whether on a Profit Before 
Interest and Tax (PBIT) basis or on an Earnings Before Interest Tax Depreciation and 
Amortization (EBITDA) basis. 

152. The domestic industry has not provided data regarding employment in the petition filed 
by them for levy of product-specific safeguards duty. Not providing vital information to 
the interested parties has seriously jeopardized the ability of the interested parties’ to 
contest the veracity of these figures. 

153. It is further submitted that as per Annexure 2 of the petition, CIF import price of 
imports from China are higher than CIF value of imports from other countries except 
during the period 2007-08 where no threat of market disruption has been claimed. 

154. While calculating the cost of production for domestic sales and arriving at the Non- 
Injurious Price, domestic industry has assumed a fixed Return on Capital Employed 
(ROCE) @22%. Accordingly, domestic industry has tried to show that since the ROCE 
was not 22% it is indicative of market disruption to the domestic industry. However, it is 
submitted that a fixed return of 22% on ROCE is not the position of law as stated in the 
Safeguard Rules. ROCE is different for different industries and for different products. 
Therefore, assuming a fixed ROCE of 22% is incorrect in law and should not be a basis 
for arriving at the conclusion of market disruption. It has also been held in the case of 
Indian Spinners * Association vs. DA that the DGAD should not assume a fixed ROCE of 
22% and should always arrive at the correct ROCE figures keeping in mind the type of 
industry. 

155. The Petitioners have also failed to establish a causal link between the alleged “rapid 
increase” in imports and threat of market disruption as alleged by them. It is submitted 
that no causal link exists between imports and domestic like products 

156. In conclusion Gujarat Guardian again reiterates its request to terminate this investigation 
on account of serious deficiencies in data, lack of any evidence of market disruption or 
threat of market disruption and a causal link between the alleged imports and alleged 
market disruption. 

Other Submissions: 

157. Various other interested parties have also made detailed submissions through written 
submissions and also during the two public hearings. Summary of these are as follows: 
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158. ' Some of the parties made similar submissions as mentioned above. 

159. There is no increase in import as the difference sources of data have been used. Further, it 
is not appropriate to use China Customs data. 

160. The increase in import, if any is on account of inability of domestic producers to reduce 
their price. 

161. There is no injury to the domestic industry. All these companies are very big and are 
earning good profit. 

162. The imposition of safeguard duty is not in the public interest as these are input to various 
products consumed by a large number of consumers. Imposition of safeguard duty will 
increase the price of soda ash, which in turn would lead to increase in prices of final 
products affecting the consumer interests. 

163. The domestic industries are adopting monopolistic practices. 

164. Therefore, no safeguard duty should be imposed. 

EXAMINATION AND FINDINGS 

165. The section 8C(1) empowers the Central Government to impose a safeguard duty on the 
article if the article is being imported into India from the Peoples Republic of China, in 
such increased quantities and under such conditions so as to cause or threatening to cause 
market disruption to domestic industry. 

166. The Customs Tariff (Transitional Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002 provides 
the manner and principles governing investigation. Accordingly, the investigation has 
been conducted in accordance with the said rules and the final findings are recorded 
through this notification. 

Reasons of Investigation under Customs Tariff (Transitional Product Specific Safeguard 

Duty) Rules , 2002for imposition of Safeguard duty on imports from China. 

167. The import figures from China and other than China (Table 2, Table 3 and Table 4) 
shows that imports of Soda Ash from China have increased after October, 2008 while 
imports from other countries have shown a declining trend. Therefore, the safeguard 
investigation under Customs Tariff (Transitional Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 
2002 for imposition of Safeguard duty on imports from China has been conducted. 

What is the product under Investigation? 

168. Product under Investigation: The product under investigation is Disodium Carbonate, 
popularly known as Soda Ash, having chemical formula Na2C03. Soda Ash is a white, 
crystalline, water-soluble material. It has been referred as “Soda Ash” in this order. Soda 
Ash is classifiable under sub-heading 2836 20 of the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff 
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Act, 1975. Soda Ash is produced in two forms - Light Soda Ash and Dense Soda Ash. 
The domestic industry produces both types of Soda Ash and the imports are also of both 
types. The difference in the two types is bulk density. Chemically both types of Soda Ash 
are same. There is no significant difference between the imported dense soda ash from 
China and domestically produced dense soda ash in terms of physical or chemical 
characteristics. Further, there is also no significant difference between imported light 
soda ash and domestically produced light soda ash in terms of physical or chemical 
characteristics. The imported soda ash and domestic soda ash have similar or identical 
sales channel. The sales of both are done through direct sale to end users, distributors or 
retail. These products have common uses and are commercially interchangeable. Price 
information is readily available and the products concerned and the products of the 
domestic producers compete mainly on price. Therefore, the imported soda ash is ‘like or 
directly competitive’ to the domestically produced soda ash. 

Which are the domestic producers who constitute *Domestic Industry* for the purpose of 

Safeguard Investigation? 


169. Section 8C(7)(a) of the Customs Tariff Act 1975 defines domestic industry as follows: 


(h) “Domestic industry ” means the producers - 

i. as a whole of the like article or a directly competitive article in India; 

//. whose collective output of the like article or a directly competitive article in India 

constitutes a major share of the total production of the said article in India. 

170. The important domestic producers in India who manufacture Soda Ash are following: 

i. Tata Chemicals Ltd, 

ii. Gujarat Heavy Chemicals Limited, 

iii. Saurashtra Chemicals Limited, 

iv. DCW Limited, 

v. Nirma Limited and 

vi. Tuticorin Alkali Chemicals & Fertilizers Limited. 

171. The shares of these producers are as mentioned in the Table 1 below. The following 
producers have requested to be considered as ‘domestic industry’. 

i. M/s Tata Chemicals Ltd. Andheri (East), Mumbai, 

ii. M/s Gujarat Heavy Chemicals Limited, Noida, 

iii. M/s Saurashtra Chemicals Limited, Birla Sagar, Porbandar, Gujarat, 

iv. M./s DCW Ltd, Nariman Point, Mumbai and 

v. M/s Nirma Ltd., Bhavnagar, Gujarat.

172. It is found that their production of Soda Ash accounts for 100% of total Indian domestic 
production in 2008-09. As the Collective output of the above mentioned producers 
constitute 100% of the total production of Soda Ash in India and there is no contention by 
any of the interested parties that these producers do not constitute domestic industry, the 
above mentioned domestic producers constitute the ‘domestic industry’ within the 
meaning of ‘domestic industry’ defined under Sec 8C (7) of the Customs Tariff Act, 
1975. 

j What is the Period of Investigation? 


173. The Customs Tariff Act, 1975, the Customs Tariff (Transitional Product Specific 
Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002, the Agreement on Safeguard or the relevant Article XIX of 
GATT does not specifically define what the Period of Investigation should be. However, 
the issue of period of investigation has been dealt extensively in the panel’s report on 
Argentina Footwear as well as Appellate Body Report on Argentina Footwear, which are 
being produced below; 
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" Argentina - safeguard measures on imports of Footwear; Report of the Panel 

8.216 Regarding the investigation's almost exclusive reliance on end-point-to- 

end-point comparisons in its analysis of the changes in the situation of the industry, we 
have the same concerns as were noted above with regard to the “increased imports ” 
analysis. Here we note in particular that if intervening trends are not systematically 
considered and factored into the analysis, the competent authorities are not fulfilling 
Article 4.2(a)*s requirement to analyse "all relevant factors**, and in addition, the 
situation of the domestic industry is not ascertained in full. For example, the situation of 
an industry whose production drops drastically in one year, but then recovers steadily 
thereafter, although to a level still somewhat below the starting level, arguably would be 
quite different from the situation of an industry whose production drops continuously 
over an extended period An end-point-to-end-point analysis might be quite similar in the 
two cases, whereas consideration of the year-to-year changes and trends might lead to 
entirely opposite conclusions . 

We believe that consideration of changes over the course of the investigation period in 
the various injury factors is indispensable for determining whether an industry is 
seriously injured or imminently threatened with serious injury. An end-point-to-end- 
point comparison, without consideration of intervening trends, is very unlikely to provide 
a full evaluation of all relevant factors as required 

Appellate Body Report 

Note 130: 

The Panel, in footnote 530 to para. 8.166 of the Panel Report, recognizes that the present 
tense is being used, which it states **would seem to indicate that, whatever the starting- 
point of an investigation period, it has to end no later than the very recent past.** 
(emphasis added) Here, we disagree with the Panel. We believe that the relevant 
investigation period sho uld not only end in th e very recent past, the investigation period 
should be the recent past. 


174. From the above it is apparent that neither the Agreement on Safeguard nor the relevant 
provisions of WTO provide specific* definition or interpretation of the period of 
investigation. The Appellate Body Report has given its finding in unequivocal terms that 
the relevant investigation period should not only end in the very recent past; the 
investigation period should be the recent past. Therefore, the period after filing of the 
application cannot be ignored jn safeguard investigation. However, -in order to meet the 
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requirement of natural justice, it is imperative that the information received or collected 
after initiation of investigation is accessible to the interested parties. 

175. In the instant case, the investigation was initiated on 16 th January. 2009 and preliminary 
findings were issued on 30 th January, 2009. The provisional safeguard duty was imposed 
on 20 th April, 2009. It has been contended by the applicants that the unprecedented 
recession has led to increase in import .The increase in imports took place from the month 
of December, 2008. The imports increased in the Q4 of 2008-09. Therefore, the Q4 of 
2008-09 has been considered for determination of market disruption or threat of market 
disruption. The information relating to the period April, 2006 to December 2008 has also 
been considered for comparison and trend study. Provisional Safeguard duty was 
imposed on 20 th April 2009. Therefore, the period after March 2009 has also been 
considered. 


Methodology and Source of information 


176. For the purpose of import data reliance has been placed on DGC1S figures up to FY 
2007-08 and IBIS for the subsequent period. The transaction wise details of the 
information have been kept in the public file. The other economic parameters relating to 
all manufacturers of India have been sourced from the Alkali Manufacturers Association 
of India (AMAI) and individual units. If any other information is used the source is 
mentioned with the information. 

177. As the initiation of investigation was done in the middle of the year, the annual 
information may not be a very recent information. Therefore, for the purpose of analysis, 
quarterly figures as well as monthly figures have been used for analysis. In order to 
obviate effects of seasonal variation, if any, the comparison has been made with 
corresponding period of preceding years. In order to conduct trend analysis, actual 
monthly figures have been considered, so that sample size is reasonably large. 

178. Further, while conducting analysis of economic factors for the determination of market 
disruption or threat of market disruption trend analysis using polynomial of order 2 and 
order 3 has been conducted. 


Is there an increase in import? 


179. Increased Imports; The table below gives the Quarterly import figures relating to Soda 
Ash. The month wise imports are placed as Annexure l 
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Table 3

180. The increase in import from China took place in the month of December 2008. The 
import in December 2008 was 15,946 MT from China against imports of 4004MT in 
December 2007. The graph above shows month wise imports from China. 

181. The import from China in Q4 of 2008-09 was 67624MT against imports of 7804MT in 

Q4 of 2007-08. The import from China in Q1 of 2009-10 was 110329 MT against 
imports of 10046MT in Q1 of 2008-09. The total import in India in Q4 of 2008-09 and 
QI of 2009-10 were 101402 MT and 1515123 MT against 98037 MT and 60379 MT in 
respective quarters a# previous year. This shows 8.66 times increase in imports from 
China in Q4 of and 10.98 times increase in Ql of 2009-10. This increase in 

imports from China; led t®> overall increase in imports into India even though imports 
from countries fieUi during:the- same period.

183. The market share of China in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 2009-10 was 11.62% and 17.74% 
respectively compared to 1.27% and 1.82% in their respective quarters in previous years. 
Therefore, the imports from China increased in relative terms too. 


Under what conditions import from China taking place? 


184. The Annexure 1 contains average value of imports/' .onth and the graph 1 above contains 
graphical representation of value/MT of imports from China and other countries.

185. The value of imports per MT decreased in Q4 of 2008-G9 and Q1 of 2009-10 to 10649 
Rs/MT and 10008 respectively from 12393 Rs/MT and 12559 Rs/MT in their respective 
quarters. Further there is a fall in import value/MT in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 2009-10 
compared to immediately preceding quarter i.e Q3 of 2008-09. Therefore, the increase in 
imports from China is at lower value. 

What are the reasons of increased import from China? 

186. The unprecedented and uneven recession, which started in mid 2008 led to slow down in 
many nations. The effect of recession has been different in different countries. The 
genera! slowdown on account of recession caused fall in demand both in domestic as well 
as export market of China, leading to surplus available capacity in China. In order to deal 
with such situations, the unconventional market was explored by China. India has not 
been a conventional market of China as is apparent from the quantity of imports into 
India from China, which was very small till September, 2008. However, after recession 
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affected the world economy Indian market became important for China, which is 
apparent from the increased imports from China at lower value. Traditionally, imports 
from China to India have been at higher value than value of imports from other country 
but the situation reversed in the third quarter of 2008-09. As seen from the graph 1, the 
import prices of China suddenly came down even when price of imports from other 
countries had the upward trend. This sudden fall in price reversed the trend of imports of 
soda ash. On account of sudden reduction in price by China, the imports from China grew 
rapidly and China became the main importer of Soda ash to India. The import from China 
remains at lower price than other countries. 

187. The export trend from China to various other countries (graph 2) also shows that India 
has become very important market for China. This change in focus of producers of Soda 
Ash in China has caused increased imports. These factors causing increased imports from 
China are unexpected.

As seen from the graph above, the export to India by China increased ten times from 25 
Thosand MT to 252 Thousand MT during January to August, 2009 compared to the same 
period in 2008. This increase in export to India has been in the back drop of decrease in 
export to Indonesia, South Korea, Vietnam and Philippines, which have been the 
traditional market of producers of Soda Ash in China. 

Evaluation of evidences relating to Threat of Market Disruption: 

Statutory framework: 


188. The Section 8C (7)(b) of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 explains that ‘market disruption’ 
shall be caused whenever imports of a like or a directly competitive article produced by 
the domestic industry, increase rapidly, either absolutely or relatively, so as to be a 
significant cause of material injury, or threat of material injury to the domestic industry. It 
also defines ‘threat of market disruption’ to mean a clear and imminent danger of market 
disruption. 

189. However the definition of ‘material injury’ is not found either in the Act or Customs 
Tariff (Transitional Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002. Therefore, the 
practice followed in past investigations by the Directorate and laws and practices of other 
countries were studied. It was noted that the law of USA relating to safeguard duty 
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against imports of China provides definition of ‘material injury*. The term ‘material 
injury’ appears in Section 406 of the Trade Act, 1974 of USA and Title VII of the Tariff 
Act, 1930 of USA. Title VII of the Tariff Act of 1930 defines ‘material injury’ to mean 
“harm which is not inconsequential, immaterial, or unimportant”. 

190. It is also noted that the market disruption test in intended to be more easily met than the 
serious injury tests. The term material injury represents a lesser degree of injury than the 
term ‘serious injury’. 

191. Accordingly, it is found appropriate, in analyzing market disruption or threat of market 
disruption to consider all factors as mentioned in the rules and other factors which are 
relevant for determination of market disruption or threat of market disruption, especially 
export capacity in the country of origin or export, as it stands or is likely to be in the 
foreseeable future and the likelihood that the capacity will be used to export to India and 
to what extent India is focused for exports by China. No single factor has been considered 

, as dispositive and all relevant factors within the context of the relevant business cycle and 
conditions of competition that are relevant to the affected industry has been considered. 
The determination of market disruption or threat of market disruption is based on 
evaluation of overall position of the domestic industry, in light of all the relevant factors 
having a bearing on a situation of that industry. 

Identification of relevant factors: 

192. In order to identify the relevant factors, the practice adopted by various member nations 
for safeguard investigation and the factors having bearing on the performance of Soda 
Ash industry was studied. The Annex to Rule 8 mentions following factors for 
determination of existence of market disruption or threat of market disruption; 

i. Rate of increase of imports 

ii. Share of the domestic market taken by increased imports 

iii. Change in level of sales 

iv. Production 

v. productivity 

vi. Capacity utilization 

vii. Profits & losses 

viii. Employment 

193. All the factors as mentioned in the rules have been adopted for evaluation. Besides these 
factors, certain factors were also considered relevant for the instant case. These are 

i. Export capacity in the country of origin or export, as it stands or is likely to be in the 
foreseeable future and the likelihood that the capacity will be used to export to 
India 

ii. India as focus to Exports by China 
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iii. inventory 

194. Rate of increase of imports: In order to assess the rate of increase of imports trend of 
imports since April 2005 has been studied by drawing trend lines of polynomials of order 
2 and order 3. The trend is as shown in the chart below. The trend lines show that the rate 
of increase in imports is substantial. It is also noticed that the growth in imports is 
accelerated one since October 2008. In other words the rate of increase in imports itself is 
growing. 



195. Share of domestic market taken by increased imports from China: The table and 
graph below gives information about market share of domestic industry:

196. The market share of domestic industries is falling from Q3 of 2008-09. The market share 
of domestic industries fell in Q4 of 2008-09 to 82.57% from 84.01% in Q4 of 2007-08. 
This fall in market share continued in Q1 of 2009-10 when it fell to 75.63% from 89.07% 
in corresponding quarter from previous year. The down ward trend in Q3 and Q4 of 08- 
09 and QI of 2009-10 is in contrast with the upward trend in Q3 and Q4 of 07-08 and Q1 
of 2008-09. The market share in Ql of 2009-10 is the minimum in the entire period 
starting from 2005-06 even after imposition of safeguard duty at the rate of 20% 
advalorem w.e.f 20 th April 2009. It is also noticed that share of imports from other 
countries has also fallen and thus the share of domestic industry has been taken by 
imports from China. 

197. Change in level of Sales: The table below gives quarter wise sales by domestic industry.

198. The Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 2009-10 witnessed fall 6.7% and 4.43% fall compared to 
Q4 of 2007-08 and Q1 of 2008-09 respectively. The Q4 of 2008-09 was the period when 
imposition of provisional duty was recommended and Q1 of 2008-09 is the period when 
provisional safeguard duty was imposed. In spite of imposition of safeguard duty in Q1 of 
2009-10, the sales decreased as compared to same quarter of previous year. The falling 
trend of sales continued in July and August, 2009.The lower sales of soda ash by 
domestic industry in Q4 2008-09 and Q1 2009-10 when compared to corresponding 
quarter of previous year is in contrast to higher sales in Q2 and Q1 of 2008-09 compared 
to Q2 and Q1 of 2007-08. The trend analysis of monthly sales shows negative trend after 
January 2009. 

199. Therefore, it is noted that there is fall in sales even after imposition of safeguard duty at 
the rate of 20% w.e.f 20 th April, 2009. This fall in sales has been in the backdrop of 
growing market size and decreasing imports from countries other than China. The fall in 
sales coincide with increase in import from China. Thus, the fall in sales is on account of 
increased imports from China. 

200. Production: The tables below gives gross production by domestic industry as well as 
production reduced by production exported (production net of exports) quarter wise. The 
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production net of exports has been analyzed to study the effect of exports in production as 
well as trend of production meant for domestic consumption.

201. The production in Q4 of 2008-09 is down by 8.38% if compared with corresponding 
quarter of previous year. The production in Q4 of 2008-09 is the minimum in Q4 of any 
year starting from 2005-06.The production in Q1 of 2009-10 is higher than that of 2008- 
09, but in the month of July and August 2009 the production saw decline by 13.09 % and 
7.07% compared to same month of previous year. The comparison of production in 
January-August 2009 shows a decline by 61522MT i.e 4.3%. It is also noted that the 
safeguard duty was imposed in Q1 of 2009-10. It is also noted that when reduction in 
production was noticed, the import was found to have increased. 

202. The production net of exports shows that decrease in production meant for domestic 
consumption in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 2009-10 by 10.52% and 0.72% respectively, 
even after imposition of safeguard duty in Q1 of 2009-10. The down ward trend 
continued in the month of July and August 2009. The fall in July and August 2009 is 
23.26% and 9.70% respectively compared to same months of previous years. The 
analysis of production net of exports shows that the production in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 
of 2009-10 is the least in their respective quarters. 

203. Therefore, it is noted that the production meant for domestic consumption has fallen 
down. The total gross production during January to August has also fallen. This fall in 
production is in spite of imposition of safeguard duty at the rate of 20% w.e.f 20 th April, 
2009. During the period when production has fallen the import increased. The fall in 
production is on account of fall in sales caused by increased imports. Thus, the fall in 
sales is attributable to increased imports from China. 

204. Capacity utilization: The table below gives information about capacity and capacity 
utilization of domestic

205. The tables above show that Q4 of 2008-09 has the least capacity utilization in their 
respective quarters since 2005-06. The capacity utilization improved in Q1 of 2009-10. 
This improvement in capacity utilization was partly on account of improved exports and 
partly on account of increase in inventory. Further, the safeguard duty was also imposed 
on 20 April, 2009, which falls in the same quarter. However, the improvement in 
capacity utilization was temporary in nature . In the month of July and August 2009, 
however, there was a fall in capacity utilization below 70% mark, which is the minimum 
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in the entire period of consideration. As a result, the capacity utilization during January to 
August 2009 has fallen to 71.8% from 75% during the same period in 2008. The monthly 
trend analysis of capacity utilization shows negative trend post December 2008, when 
increased imports were noticed. 

206. Hence, it is seen that the capacity utilization has gone down. The fall in capacity 
utilization is attributable largely to increased imports. 

207. Inventory: The Tables below give information about inventory available with domestic 
industry.

208. The analysis of table above shows thin inventory in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of2009-10 are 

the maximum in their respective quarters. The inventory in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 
2009-10 grew by 51% and 141% compared to the respective quarters of previous years. 
The stocks per day of sale in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 2009-10 are also the maximum in 
their respective quarters. Similar trend is also observed in July and August 2009. 
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209. Therefore, it is noted that the inventory was higher post December 2008, when imports 
have been increasing. The increase in inventory is on account of fall in sales even when 
there is a capability to produce.

211. The analysis of profits and loss per MT shows that the domestic industry had growth in 
profit(Rs./MT) from Q3 of 2007-08 to Q2 of 2008-09, but it declined in Q3 of 2008-09. 
The profit improved in Q4 of 2008-09 and Q1 of 2009-10 by 8.2% and 0.6% respectively 
(when the recommendation for provisional safeguard duty was made and imposed). 
However the profitability fell by 26.7% and 28.8% in July and August 2009. 


» 
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212. The analysis of cost of sales and unit profit/loss through their monthly figures plotted as 
line graph shows that increase in cost of sales led to loss in unit profits and vice versa in 
general till January 2009. It means that the increase in cost is absorbed to some extent by 
the industry and the entire decrease in cost is not passed to the consumer. This is the 
general trend as analyzed from April 2005. However the latest trend shows that there is 
decrease in unit profit and loss, even when, cost of sales has gone down. It implies that 
the benefit of cost reduction is being passed on in greater proportion than what has been 
done in the past. It is also important to note that the demand in India is growing, which 
has natural effect of improvement in sales realization and consequently better 
profitability. This effect of growth in demand on profitability has been largely neutralized 
by increased imports causing increased supply in India. The increased import has been 
more than the increase in demand, which caused pressure on prices, as shown below in 
the graph. 
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213. Employment: The table below shows number of employees employed by domestic 
industries. The graph below represents number of employees on monthly basis.

214. There is an increase in number of employees by 0.3% in Q3 of 2008-09, 1.1% increase in 
Q4 of 2008-09 and 2.7% decrease in Q1 of 2009-10.

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218. The information on surplus capacity shows that surplus capacity in China increased from 
November 2008. The surplus capacity of China was in the tune of 2 Lac MT/month prior 
to November 2008, which increased to an average of 4.4 Lac MT/Month from November 
2008 to August, 2009. This increase in idle capacity of China by 2.4 Lac MT/pionth has 
potential to be used for exports. It may be noted that the market size of India is about 
2Lac MT/month. Further the exports to their traditional market viz, South Korea, 
Indonesia, Philippines, Bangladesh and Japan have reduced. The average monthly fall in 
export by China to these countries during January to August has been in the tune of 
36000 MT per month. On account of reduction in exports to the traditional market and 
available idle capacity of soda ash in China, the same has already been used to export it to 
India.

220. The traditional market of China namely Indonesia, South Korea, Vietnam has seen lower 
exports from China but exports to India have grown 10 times during January to August 
2009. The exports to India during January to August 2009 are more than that to 
Indonesia, South Korea, and Vietnam who have been their traditional markets. India 
accounted for 2 to 3% of total exports of Soda Ash from China in 2008 but the scenario 
changed in 2009 and share of India rose to 16%. This change in focus has made India a 
focused market for Soda ash manufacturers of China. 


Evaluation of overall position: 


221. The evaluation of above mentioned parameters shows that there is increase in imports at 
accelerated rate. The market share of domestic industry has gone down. There is a loss in 
production, and capacity utilization. There is also increase in idle capacity in China and 
India has become focused destination of exports by China. Further, the increased imports, 
reduction in market share, fall in sales, production and capacity utilization continues even 
after imposition of safeguard duty at the rate of 20% in April 20 th , 2009. Therefore, there 
is a clear and imminent threat of market disruption. The preliminary determination had 
shown threat of market disruption leading to imposition of safeguard duty. It is also 
noticed that die threat of market disruption continues to exist.

225. The demand in Ql of 2009-10 increased by 69,321 compared to Ql of 2008-09 but the 
domestic sales reduced by 21823 MT. The imports from other countries also reduced by 

9138 MT. The increase in imports from China was 100283 MT. This means imports from * 
China not only took away the growth in market size but also took 21823MT of market of 
domestic industry. 

226. Causal Link: The analysis of idle capacity in China shows the idle capacity sharply 
increased in the month of November 2008 and the imports increased from the month of 
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December. Further, the period of slow down of exports by China to their traditional 
market coincides with the period of increased imports. The market share of domestic 
industry has gone down significantly on account of increased imports from China, as 
imports from other countries have not gone up during the same period. The production 
has gone down and inventories gone up, when imports front China went up. This means it 
is the import from China, which caused lowering of sales leading to fall in production and 
rise in inventory. The lowering of production also caused lowered capacity utilization. 
The analysis of other factors shows that factors other than increased imports did not have 
noticeable impact on threat of market disruption. Therefore, the increased import is the 
significant cause of threat of market disruption. 

227. Public Interest: In an economy there are varying and some time competing interests of 
different economic players. The imposition of safeguard duty can affect different players 
differently and the impacts may not always be most suitable for all the different economic 
players when they have competing interests. Therefore interests of various economic 
player groups have been analyzed based on the available information. 

228. The producers of soda ash and importers/end users of soda ash participated in the 
safeguard investigation. No representative of any consumer association or group 
participated in the safeguard investigation. 

229. In order to analyze the public interest, the economic players have been divided in three 
categories, viz. producers, importers/end users and ultimate consumer of the final 
product. 

230. In order to conduct impact analysis data relating to price at which goods reach ultimate 
consumers; information regarding financial impact and views on impact of provisional 
safeguard duty was called from all interested parties. However, only a very few 
responded. 

231. Detergent industry and glass industry are main users of soda ash who have participated in 
the safeguard proceedings. Besides these there are large number of industries like Textile 
Industry, Paper Industry, Metallurgical Industries, Desalination Plants , Water Treatment, 
Rubber Industry , Leather Industry, Aluminium Industry, Bulk Drugs etc. but there has 
been no participation of these industries in the safeguard investigation.. 

232. Glass Industry: The float glass industries enjoy anti-dumping protection of US $133 per 
MT vide Notification No.4/2009-Customs dated the 6th January, 2009 for the period of 
five years (i.e up to 5 th January, 2014) for imports from Indonesia and China PR. As the 
float glass industry already enjoys duty protection, the impact of safeguard duty is not 
likely to have significant impact. Further, no adequate evidence or information has been 
brought forward by the glass industry showing injurious effect of safeguard duty on soda 
ash. 

233. Detergent Industry: The quantum of imports of detergent into India is around four 
thousand MT at a value more than Rs 100/Kg. The average CIF value of imported 
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detergent has increased from 54.10Rs/Kg in 2007-08 to Rs. 71.18 per Kg from China and 
from Rs 96.20 per Kg in 2007-08 to Rs. 104 per Kg in 2008-09. The MRP of most of the 
detergent brands is well below Rs. 100/Kg. It means the import value, which is well 
above the prices in the domestic market. The imported detergents do not have price 
advantage over the domestically produced detergent and thus the domestic producers of 
detergent do not face significant competition from imports. 

234. Impact on consumers of detergent: It is only M/s Hindustan Lever Ltd., who has provided 
MRPs of their products and their relationship with procurement prices of soda ash. The 
information has been provided only in respect of one brand as they find the same as 
representative. In this respect, it is noted that various brands of detergents have different 
MRPs and they cater to different segment of consumers. The movement of MRP with 
soda ash procurement price is as follows: 
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235. The graph above shows that the MRP of detergent has been stagnant in the initial phase 
of graph even when price of soda ash was rising. In the latter phase when the prices of 
soda ash fell, the MRP was rising. It shows that price of Soda Ash is not a significant 
factor which would conclusively determine the MRP of the detergent. Therefore, the 
imposition of safeguard duty may not have a significant impact on consumers of 
detergents segment. 

236. As discussed above, there are various economic operators in the economy. Their interests 
are varied and sometimes competing. The impacts of safeguard duty on these economic 
operators are also different because of their nature. For some, availability of cheaper 
imported soda ash may be financially rewarding. On the other hand the increased import 
may disrupt economic operations of others. While determining safeguard duty, interests 
of various economic operators have been taken into account. The safeguard duty is 
intended to moderate imports to reduce its injurious effects on the economy. The 
imposition of provisional safeguard duty at the rate of 20% did not stop the imports. 
Further, no evidence could be produced by the interested parties, which could showthal 
the safeguard duty has made their industry unviable or that their growth has been u n&jjfef 
scuttled. The provisional safeguard duty might have, at the maximum, neutralized Pflrt§M| 
gains acquired by some through increased imports. However, it is important for public to 
have a healthy soda ash industry so that there is steady and reliable source of Soda ash in 
India to feed the downstream user industry. Hence, imposition of safeguard duty 
public interest. 
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Conclusion and Recommendation 


237. Chi the basis of the above findings it is found that increased imports of Soda Ash from 
People’s Republic of China have threatened to cause market disruption to the d< 
industry. In arriving at the amount of safeguard duty that would be adequate to 
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threat of serious injury to the domestic industry and to facilitate positive adjustment, 
weighted average cost of sales at reasonable return on employed capital and average 
landed cost of import has been considered. Accordingly, safeguard duty at the rate of 
20% ad valorem, which is considered to be the minimum required to protect the domestic 
industry from market disruption, is recommended to be imposed on imports of Soda Ash, 
falling under sub-heading 2836 20 of the First Schedule to the said Customs Tariff Act, 

1975 for one year from the date of imposition of provisional duty, when imported into 
India from the People's Republic of China. 

238. The preliminary findings recommending provisional safeguard duty on the basis of which 
a provisional safeguard duty was imposed vide Notification No. 37/ 2009-Customs dated 
20 th April, 2009 is also confirmed.
